BORN ON FARM 

Jess Willard, born Dec. 29. 
1881, on a farm and raised in 
the Pot tawa tom i e Indian Land 
in Kansas, had 36 fights. 

But the two that remain 
Indelibly imprinted in the 
ae nafs erf the game are, of 
course, the championship 
encounters with Johnson and 
Dempsey. 

The movie of the Johnson 
fight an a torrid afternoon at 
the Havana, Qiba, race track 
April 5, 1915, showed that it ' 
was an even contest for 20 
rounds, with Willard amazing 
his erstwhile critics with ins 
footwork, long straight left-jab 

— he had a reach of 84 inches 

— and ability to take John¬ 
son's best punches. 

TORRID HEAT 
It ended with WUlard knock¬ 
ing Johnson out in the 26th of 
the, scheduled 45-round match. 
The fight lasted one hour and 
44 minutes in weather weH 
over 100 degrees. 

It awn not until five years 
later — and Willard always 
stressed this point — that 
Johnson, broke and old, and 
living in Paris, sold a maga- 
rine article in which he 
claimed he took a dive at 
Havana. 

”1 always arid,” Wilted 
remarked, “if he was going to 
quit, why did he wait 26 
rounds, one hour and 44 
minutes, inter a sun that was 
115 de^ees hot, to quit? 

"Or writ five years to aay 
he took a dive.” 

JOHNSON IN TROUBLE 
Johnson was in trouble with 
the U.S. government, forcing 
Mm to flee the watery, and a 
law was passed p rohib i ting 
interstate shipment of prize¬ 
fight fikns. 

Thus, ss the years passed 
and the movie remained out¬ 
lawed, the public was roable 
to see to determine for itself 
what had happened at 
Havana. 

Jess was 33 at the fine and 
wei g h e d 230. Johnson weighed 
305%. 

READY FOR HIM 
“I had trained to go 45 
rounds and I was ready for 
Mm,” Jesa recalled. ”1 made 
Mm fight nty fight, come to 
roe, not Mke he'd made file 
other fellows fight.

TOUCHED OFF CAREER 
Jess told Ms story about 
why he wot into boxing. 

"Johnson was the champion, 
a negro, and everyone waa 
looking for what In those days 
they called a white hope.” 

Willard had been breaking 
horses, running a wagon train 
and fanning. 

“One day I saw some 
fellows straining to lift a bale 
at Gotkn. It must have 


up on the wagon and they 
said, ‘with your size and 
strength, why don't you take 
up fighting?’ ” 

WUlard related that he sold 
his wagons and went to 
Oklahoma City to begin train¬ 
ing. “I never had a glove on 
until I was 28.” be said. 

DIDN’T ENJOY BOXING 

Jess used to say he didn't 
enjoy boxing — “I didn’t want 
to hurt anyone" — but in his 
10-round match after the 
Johnson fight with Frank 
Moran in New York’s old 
Madison Garden, it was 
obvious that Jess enjoyed foe 
action. 

Moran, who had lasted 20 
rounds with Johnson pre¬ 
viously, was fast “and yet I 
didn't have to scare him out 
of the bushes,” as Jess put it 
WUlard, again displaying 
beautiful boxing skill, was 
credited with outpointing 
Moran. 

Enroute to his title chance 
WUlard boxed against such 
leading contenders as Arthur 
Pelky and Luther McCarthy. 
In 1913 at Vernon, Calif., Bull 


Young died of injuries suf¬ 
fered in an lltb-round knock¬ 
out by WUlard. Jess never 
cared to discuss this incident. 

His last two fights were in 
New York in 1923 when Jess 
was €L He stopped a rising 
young heavyweight, Floyd 
Johnson, in 11 rounds, and 
was knocked out in the eighth 
round by huge Luis Firpo, 
Argentina's Bull <rf the Pam¬ 
pas. 

Jess had 35 fights, all main 
events billed for 10 or topee 
rounds. He scared 20 knock¬ 
outs, won four by decision, 
lost three by decision, lost one 
on an unintentional foul, had 
four no-decision matches, one 
draw and was stopped twice 
— by Dempsey and Firpo. 

MADE, LOST MONEY 

WUlard made and lost a lot 
of money. There were unlucky 
investments in oil and real 
estate and a market — said to 
be the first super market in 
the nation — Hollywood 

However, Jess and Hattie 
salvaged their home and some 
rental propet ty. As be often 
said: 


“We live comfortably, not 
beyond our needs, and our 
needs are modest. 

“We’re not on the way to 
the poorhouse.” 

TITLE COST HIM 

He received nothing — in 
fact, it cost him several 
thousand dollars — for the 
Johnson match. ‘That was all 
right with me, I Just wanted a 
chance to win the title,” he 
recalled. 

But as the champion and ex¬ 
champion, Jess received the 
following purses for these 
fights: Dempsey, 3100,000; 
Frank Moran $47,500; Floyd 
Johnson $25,000; and Firpo 
$125,000. 

He toured for two seasons 
at a guarantee of $1,000 a day 
with Col. Zack Mute's 101 
Ranch Wild West Show, and a 
season with the Sells-Floto 
circus.

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LOS ANGELES (LAT) — 
Former heavyweight boxing 
champion Jess Willard, wt» 
won the title from Jack 
Johnson and lost it to Jack 
Dempsey In two of the sport's 
most controversial fights, died 
Sunday of a cerebral hemorr¬ 
hage. He was 86. 

He was admitted to the 
hospital Saturday after suffer¬ 
ing a heart attack. 

Willard's remarkable career 
in boxing dM not start until te 
waa 28 yean old in 1911, and 
he was 41 when he fought Us 
fast match in iozt 
He aid Ms wife had lived 


quietly for many years in a 
modest and immaculate little 
cottage in the foothill com¬ 
munity of Im Crescents, 15 
miles from Lea Angeles. 

The tragedy of Wllard's life 
and career in the ring was 
that proof of his true stall as 
a fighter did not emerg e until 
some 45 years after he won 
the mast wanted title in 
boxing. 

This came, with the dis¬ 
covery of a print of the film 
of his fight with Johnson, and 
later the assembly of the old 
movies of Ms ring appear¬ 
ances — the fight with 


Dempsey, with Frank Moran 
and others. 

Viewers of these films, most 
of them experts on boxing, 
agreed on two major factors: 

• WTHard was quite pos¬ 
sibly fiie most underrated 
heavyweight champion of all 
time. 

• Willard was an excel¬ 
lent boxer who could also 
punch; he was not the big 
awkward giant he bad for no 
long been pictured. 

"Fm glad same of these 
things finally came out, even 
if it was 45 years too late,” 
WTfiard recently observed. 

BORN ON FARM 

Jess Willard, born Dec. 29. 
1881. on a farm and raised in 
the Pottawatomie Indian Land 
in Kansas, had 36 fights. 

But the two that remain 
indelibly Imprinted in the 
MiMfi of file game are, of 
course, the championship 
encounters vrtfit Johnson and 
Dempsey. 

The movie of the Johnson 
•eht on a torrid afternoon at 
the Havana, Cuba, race track 
April 5, 1915, showed that it 
was an even contest for 20 
rounds, with Willard amazing 
his erst w h i le critics with has

— he had a reach af 84 inches 

— and ability to take John¬ 
son’s best punches. 

TORRID HEAT 

It ended whh WSlard knock¬ 
ing Johnson out in the 26fii of 
file scheduled 45-round match. 
The fight lasted one hour and 
44 minutes in weather wefl 
over 100 degrees. 

It w«s not until five years 
later — and Willard fimyi 
stressed fitta point — that 
Johnson, broke and old, and 
Irving in Paris, sold a maga¬ 
zine article in which he 
claimed he took a dive at 
Havana. 

“I always said,” Willard 
remarked, **if he was going to 
quit, why did he wait 26 
rounds, one hour and 44 
minutes, under a sun that was 
115 degrees hot, to quit? 

"Or wait five years to say 
he took a dive.” 

JOHNSON IN TROUBLE

Jess used to say he didn’t 
enjoy boxing — "I didn’t want 
to hurt anyone” — but in his 
10-round match after the 
Johnson fight with Frank 
Moran in New York’s old 
Madison Garden, it was 
obvious that Jess enjoyed the 
action. 

Moran, who had lasted 20 
rounds with Johnson pre¬ 
viously. was fast "and yet I 
didn't have to scare him out 
of the bushes,” as Jess put it 
Willard, again displaying 
beautiful boxing skill, was 
credited with outpointing 
Moran. 

Enroute. to his title chance 
Willard boxed against such 
leading contenders as Arthur 
Pelky and Luther McCarthy. 
In 1913 at Vernon, Calif.. Bull 


Young died of injuries suf¬ 
fered in an Uth-round knock¬ 
out by Willard. Jess never 
cared to discuss this incident. 

His last two fights were in 
New York in 1923 when Jess 
was 41. He stopped a rising 
young heavyweight, Floyd 
Johnson, in 11 rounds, and 
was knocked out in the eighth 
roimd by huge Luis Firpo, 
Argentina’s Bull of the Pam¬ 
pas. 

Jess had 35 fights, aD main 
events billed for 10 or more 
rounds. He scored 20 knock¬ 
outs, won four by decision, 
lost three by decision, lost one 
on an unintentional foul, had 
four no-decision matches, one 
draw and was stopped twice 
— by Dempsey and Firpo. 

MADE, LOST MONEY 

Willard made and lost a lot 
of money. There were unlucky 
investments in oil and real 
estate and a market — said to 
be the first super market in 
the nation — Hollywood. 

However, Jess and Hattie 
salvaged their home and some 
rental property.
